B. Gorin are already giving their 
horses pndiminary work-outs for the big meeting. 

Great interest is taken by lovers of the six>rt in 
Detroit and Windsor in the Frontier Handicap, of 
$10,<X)0 added, one mile and an eighth in which 
siK’h horses as Old Ros<‘bud, Boots, Rancher, Ed 
rrump. Dodge, Bronio, Borrow, Bayberry Candle, 
Hank O’Day and otlM‘rs are eligible to start. It 
will be the best contest witnessed at the course 
in many years, is the universal opinion.

HORSEMEN DEPART FROM GRAND RAPIDS, 



Many Owners Anxious to Secure. Accommodations 
at Windsor Track for Saturday’s Opening. 



Grand Rapids, Mich., July 12. — Owners at Coin- 
stock Park today were nmking hurried plans for de- 
partures, most of them being eager to secure ac- 
commodations for their horses at the Windsor 
Jockey Club’s track, where racing iiegins Saturday 
for a period of seven days. The congested aspect 
of that plant with good racers, >vill afford but 
scant opportunity for the owners here to find stall 
accommodation there, but many will be quartered 
at the Devonshire and Kenilworth Park tracks. 

A majority of the horsemen, anticipating a meet- 
ing in Chicago, had planned to ship their horses to 
Hawthorne, but the news that the contemidated 
meeting in Chicago had been abandoned, was 
stunner. ^ 

On top of this came the disquieting news that 
the Thorncliffe Park meeting, which was scheduled 
to open July 24 and race until July 31, had beei 
put under the ban by the Thoroughbred Horse As 
sociation. The latter phase is not well received by 
the ow'ners here, for they contend that existing 
circumstances w^ould warrant a revocation of the 
pact made last year. That a number of the owners 
here will ship to Thorncliffe, regardless of the ban 
edict, is quite certain. 

Obligations to the horsemen were liquidated in 
full today by the management through Herman S. 
Conkliiig, who paid to owners purses and fees to 
jotdceys. , 

Joseph A. Murphy will remain here several days 
winding up affairs and then go on to Detroit for n 
brief visit. Herman Conkling will go to Toronto, 
and starter Snyder left last night for Detroit, 
where he w’ill rejoin starter Dade and act as his 
chief assistant. 

THORNCLIFFE PARK MAKES STATEMENT. 



Toronto, Ont., July 12. — General Manager John 
S. Berger of Thorncliffe Park issued the followinr* 
statement today; 

“We understand Kentucky Horsemen’s Associa 
tion is rtKiuesting horsemen not to race at Thorn 
cliffe Park on account of a ruling, it passed last 
S 4 “ptember, not to race on any track that was not m 
existence prior to last September. Such action 
is a mistake. We raced on our mile track two 
years ago. We have one of the best charters In 
Canada, and have spent $1.50,000 improving the 
old track and it is now' completed and ready for 
opening. It is one of the most beautiful plants in 
existence. We will positively race for seven days, 
c'omineucing July 21. The entire Canadian executive 
committee of the Horsemen’s Association approve 
and endorse our track and request horsemen to race 
here.”

GREAT GELDINGS IN PRESENT RACING. 



Borrow, Boots, Roamer and Old Rosebud a Group 
Without Precedent at One Time. 



It is a singular, and in one way, unfortunate 
.ireumstance, that right at the top of our best 
handicap horses of this year are four geldings. The 
one way unfortunate, is that these horses of 
mighty deeds in racing, were not preserved entire to 
become in time the sires of others of their kind. 
It is questionable whether at any one time before 
in American racing, four giddiugs of such superla- 
tive prowess as Roamer, Boots, Borrow and Old 
Rosebud w'ere clashing in thrilling and nobly- 
contested races. Fortunate are the New _ York 
patrons of racing who are vouchsafed the privilege 
of viewing these splendid creatures in long to be 
rememlK*rt‘d comi>etitioii. 

Of the four. Borrow is iK'rhaps the most remark- 
able racer, because he is three years older than the 
other trio, lieiiig now uine years old. while the.v 
are all six-year-olds. It is reall.v amazing to find 
a horse of his age still iireserving his speed to such 
ail extent as to Is* able to run a mile and an eightli 
ill 1:49% with 117 pounds up as he did in the Brook- 
lyn Hai'dicao. Substsiueiitly in the Brookdale Han- 
liicap. Boots, with 127 ikuukIs up, ran the same 
distance in the same time, Roamer, with 126 
IHUiiids. was second, beaten a half length. Borrow’, 
carrying 124 p<muds, w’as third, two IciigUis back 
of Roamer, an instance of excellent handicapping, 
but carrying W’ith it the reflection that Borrow’s 
victory in the Brooklyn should not have brought 
an increase of seven pounds in weight. With 125 
oil Roamer and 120 ou Borrow, there in all jiroba- 
bility wmihl have been something approximating a 
dead heat between the three doughty warriors of 
the track. It is worth noting that in the Brook- 
dale the mile was covered in 1:36% by Roamer, 
while in the Brooklyn the time of the first mile 
was 1:36%, and made in this ease by Regret, repre- 
senting in each ease something close to the limit 
of Sliced at the distance, 

lu winning three of his four races since going east 
and finishing third in the Brookl.vii, with Roamer 
and Boots behind him. Old Rosebud has umlis- 
putably proved bis right to a place in tlie first 
rank. One cannot help woiulering what his place 
in racing would now be, had it lK‘en his ]K»rtiou 
to remain as sound as Roamer has. In that case 
the uiieomfortable impressiou prevalent in regard 
to his ability to stay over a fairly long route, 
would probably have never been engendered. His 
easy Kentucky Derby vii-tory is against the non 
staving suspicion, although a mile and a ipiartcr 
is no test of true staying. At any rate there is 
no questioning his inissession of enormous siH'ctl 
and, his long retirement considered, he is right now' 
a wonder as a race horse. 

Boots May Be Slightly Best of the Four. 

Probably could a vote be taken a majority of j 
patrons of racing would bold Boots to lie slightly 
the best of this illustrious four. He may be. But 
not much. English writers have expressed wonder 
at his reputation in this country, overlooking the 
fact that their own racing has furnished many in- 
stances of fine race horses slow in blooming into 
full development of their natural endowments. 

Truth to tell, Boots was not an imposing figure 
in his racing in England, but he was slow in 
coming to his best estate and is now a high-class 
handicap horse of great sja^ed and a weight <*arrier 
of liigli degree. Over there he won twice when a 
two-year-old and twice when a three-year-old, both 
of his victories at the latter !a*ing at a mile and 
a half. In this latter cireiimstance is a hint that 
he would stiiy better over a really long racing 
route than any of his three unsexed rivals, althougii 
Roamer has won at u mile and a half in good 
style. 

As anomalous as is the situation in respect to 
these geldings being at the top of the tree in 
our handicap division, is the fact that none of our 
entire handicap horses api>ears to be able to cope 
with them on equal terms. Possibly The Finn 
might have as.serted himself to that extent, hut 
for the accident that befell him recently and w’hii-h 
may keep him in retirement for a long time. I’roh- 
ably it may be Regret’s especial mission to humble 
these equine notables. She is a grand mure and 
capable of doing so. 

In all Borrow started in thirty-four races in 
England, of which he won eleven and $41,297.50. 
Boots ran in fourteen races there, winning four and 
$5,195. Roamer and Old Rosebud had their racing 
confined to this side of the water To date their 
achievements in racing reduced to figures are: 



PREPARE FOR RACING AT TIJUANA. 



Manager James Coffroth Announces Flans for Meet- 
ing to Open on Thanksgiving Day. 



San Diego. Cal., July 12, — That Jijuaiin w'ill have 
1 far more prosperous and higher class race meeting 
this .vear than tliat of last winter is conceded b.v 
horsemen and all those who have any means of 
sizing ni> the situation in the far west. Manager 
James Coffroth realizes that the more stability is 
attached to racing, the greater and more prononneed 
the interest. It is on tlie.se lines that he is build 
ing the foundation of the Tijuana institution. A 
few days ago Mr. Coffroth gave out some of his 
plans for the coming w’inter season. 

“In the first i»lace,” said he, “I think onr 
opening will Ik* on Thanksgiving Day and we shall 
continue racing until well into the spring season. 
The number of days has not as yet be<*n decided 
U 1 KH 1 . That w’e shall have a greatl.v increased 
number of liors«*s to fill races is practically assnreil, 
as I have already received applications for stalls 
from horsemen who feci that accommodations would 
be limited for the coming winter. They, of course, 
did not know of my improved plans whereby there 
will Im* plenty of room for all. 

“Last year wo had 720 horses in the stables and 
W’e then had 1,050 stalls. I know these will 
not bt* sufficient this year, so I am erecting 450 
more stalls, which will give us room for at least 
1,500 horses. Should it be necessary it will not 
take long to fix up nvire stable room. 

Increase Promised in Stakes and Purses. 

“As for the purses and stakes, 1 intend to increase 
the value of both as much as iiossible,” continued 
.Mr. Coffroth. “I shall make tliem rich enough to 
be an im*entive for owners of all the prominent 
stables in this country to consider a triji to Tijuana 
worth while. It is early to declare the exact 
amounts to be hung up, but the question will be 
settled by the time I arrive in the east, which w’ill 
be in August. 

“Tijuana is solidly established now and I know 
just alMuit what I can expend in priz<* money. 
Horsemen who have ever raced in (’alifornia ari^ 
only too willing to n*turn, and there is no doubt 
in my mind that Tijuana will be popular with 

horsemen and racegoers as w’as Ixis Angeh?s and 

San Francisco for winter racing. There is no better 
climate tlian that which prevails arouml San Diego. 
There is only one siiot that can be compared with 
it, and that is Nice, France. One only has to haik 
at the thi?rmometer reports to learn the article 
dealt out in the w'eather line in Lower California, 
I sliall use every effort to get the best of the 

present-day racers at Tijuana next winter. 

“One of the principal moves I have made, liow- 
<*ver, will interest horsemen considerably. It is on 
the ijuestion of feed for the horses. The impression 
prevails that the cost of feed in Calif<»rnia is 

exhorbitant. Such is not the case, but to insure 
fair treatment and assist horsemen in the matter, 
I am busy piling up hundreds of tons of hay and 
tons upon tons of the best oats in tlie market, 
which I propose to dispose of to the horsemen at 
cost price. I am not going to run a gigantic f<*ed 
store for profit, but will sell at exactly w’liat th<^ 
material cost. I am making these preparations so 
that horsemen will know' just where they stand in 
the feeding line when they come to Tijuana.”

New York, July 12. — Favored by the soft going 
ml w'ith a slight pull in the w'cights, tlie Marrone 
Stable’s J. J. Lillis came back witli another winning 
lierformance in tiie Myrtle Stakes, the carded feature 
of the final day’s racing over the Aqueduct track. 
Tlie Marrone plater made the running for the entire 
way, but was forced to give his best at the end to 
W'ill by the proverbial wliisker from James Butler’s 
Paddy Whack. Kilmer, the only otlier starter, w'as 
well Iieaten. J. J. Lillis raced to the front at the 
barrier’s rise, set a fast early pace and. when 
rounding the turn, raced into a long lead. All this 
time I’addy Whack had lK‘cn going along steadily 
in second place, except for a brief period wlien 
Kilmer siirinted into that position. Once straight- 
ened away for home he moved nn menacingly, but 
wore the pacemaker down so slowly that he did not 
get ills nose in front until a few yards lieyond the 
finish. J. J. liillis’ early efforts told and he tired 
badly right at the end. The race was run in 1:40%, 
W’hich, considering track conditions, w’as good 

Shannon River scored his fourtli victory in his 
:ist five starts when he ontraced a fair hand of 
fencers in tin* cross -eoniitry race. This race was 
the last steeplechase of the month to be decided in 
this country. 

Sharing interest w'ith the selling stake feature 
and attracting a far better field, was the three- 
quarters handicap, framed for non-w'inners of tiie 
meeting, which fell to Mrs. G. H. Browne’s recent 
purchase Ed t’udihce. The winner, showing great 
speed in the going, set out to force the running, 
W'ith Marie Miller and, after racing that filly to 
defeat, came on to win ridden out. Rhine Maiden, 
closing up with a rush through the stretch, ont- 
gamed Brooks for second place. Yankee Wit<-h, 
one of the best fillies of last year, quit after show- 
ing a flash of speed 

Omar Khayyam Shipped to Saratoga. 

Fred Viau’s crack three -year-old Omar Khayyam, 
winner of the Kentaeky and Bnaiklyn Derbys, will 
be shipped to Saratoga Springs tomorrow along with 
several members of the R. F, Carman string. The 
others of the stable w'ill campaign at the Empire 
City track. 

H. Fink bid up (’omsora, winner of the first race, 
from $6(K) to $1,3(H) and obtained the C. U. Thieriot 
filly at that price. 

W. Knapp, who has been riding in excellent 
fashion since his return to the saddle, has signed 
a contract to ride the horses trained by Win. 
Karrick. 

At a meeting of the Jockey Club, held this morn- 
ing, A. K. Macomber was unanimously elected into 
the incmlKTship of that bwly. 

Condition lMM»ks for the five day meeting of the 
Staten Island Agricultural Society, w’erc issued to- 
day and show purse values of no less than $356. 
Tliis W'ill be the only track in the Fnited States 
and Canada, aside from Saratoga, rnuning from 
August 1 to 6 and Racing Secretary L, A. Cassidy 
has lieen besieged for stable room. 

The 1'. P. Thorne racers will be shipped from 
Belmont Park to Saratoga tomorrow', w’hile the 
(\ Winfrey stable will journey to the Spa on 
Tuesday. Jem, a member of the latter establisli- 
ment. has lK*eii training sore of late and will be 
throw'll out of training. 

DUKE OF WESTMINSTER’S NEW SIRE. 



Turning to anotlier Duke, who during the w.nr 
has shown himself mm*h of a man. it is interesting 
to learn that the Duke of Westminster has not sold 
Troiitbcck, hut has leased him to the Langdon Hall 
Stud, the vacancy at Chester being filled by Aid- 
ford, whi<*!i has develoiK'd into a beautiful horse 
and should make his mark as a sire. He is now 
six years old ami w’eli-bred, by the French horse 
Manvezin (son of Renil and Modest Martlia) — Man- 
galine, a half-sister to Flying Fox, by William the 
Third — Vampire, b.v (Jalopin — Irony, by Rosebery, 
and is the mare’s first foal.

JARDY DIES IN FAR AWAY ARGENTINA. 



Incidents in the Career of a High-Class but Unfor- 
tunate Race Horse. 



The Argentine has sustained a serious loss by 
tlie death of Jardy, in whose brief career on the 
turf romance and tragi'dy plaiyed a considerable 
part. Altlnxigh foaled in Fram*<‘, he was of the 

pim*st English blood, by Flying Fox — Airs and 
Grac<‘s, tin* one a triple-crowned hero and the 
other an Oaks heroine. Fb'ing Fox was an instance 
of Isdd iii-!iree<ling by Orme— Vampire, and had his 
peculiarities of temiier, but beyond all qin*stion 
he was a smashing good ln»r«e. His ra<‘ing career 
was brouglit to a pn*matnn* conclusion by the dcaith 
of the l;ite l)nk«* of Westminster and on March 8 , 
llKH), when the historicyl sale of his horses to»)k 

place at Kings<d<*i*e, in the pr 4 *sf*iice of the lute 
King Kdw.’ird, tlieii Prince of Wales — who on the 
same (H‘<*asion pur<-iias 4 *d his own slst»*r Vane for tlie 
stud — tin* IhTbj’ winner was s<dd for 37..51M1 guineas, 
the l.irgest sum ever given for a tlnirmighlired at 
auction, his piirehased In-ing M. Phimond Blanc, 
most famous of P'reiich bleeders and owners. Thr 
P'ox was then four years old and his F'rench owner 
would pn»l)ably not liave got him had not the 

i|<*w duke lM*<*n aliroad at the time of the sale, 

would gladly have left him with I’orter to In 
traiin*d for the Ascot (’up, but the veteran wisely 
declineil the respiuisibilitj’ The eolt was in conse- 
quence sent straiglitaway to the .Tardy Stud to 
stainl, at a fee of (»00 sovereigns and proved jdie- 
nomeiially sin-cessfiil, especially for M. Blanc, for 
winmi In* sired in quierk succession sin*h horses as 
Adam. Ajax, Gouv«*rnant, Val d’Or. Jard.v, Dagor 
ainl others and, big as was the purchase inoin*y, it 
w:is r«*(*<»vere«l with compound interest iu his first 
two or three seasons. 

Bom in the Purple. 

Airs and Graces, dam of Jardjr, was foaled in 
189,5, and by Ayrshin* — Lady Alwyiie. She was bred 
by (’apt. P’ife, and sold as a yearling for 550 
guineas to the I>uk<* of Portland, for whom she won 
oin*«* as a two-y»*ar-ohl, but so little w.*is thought 
of her that at the winter sales in the same season 
she was sold to tlie late W. T. Joues for the 
modest sum of 480 guineas. She won the Oaks, 
be.'itiiig a hot favorite in Nun Nicer easily, a sur- 
prising p<*rforni:ince. and although she never earned 
another hi*ack<*t, she proved a wonderful bargain, 
for at the <*onclusion of a barren four-ycar-old 
s«*asou, she came under the hammer again, and 
found a new owner in M. Edmond Blano. She also 
was sent to the Jardy Stud with happy result, 
for it must have bis'ii in her first or second season 
that, mated with P’lying P’ox, she produced the 
colt under discussion, which took his name from 
the stud at which he was foaled. Jardy was u 
first-class racer, and ran through his two-year 
old engagements undefeated and practically unchal- 
leiig 4 *d. winning the Prix Yacowlef at Deauville, 
the two (’rlterions at Paris, and, most important 
of all, the Middh* Park Plate at Newmarket, for 
whi<*li lie started a strong favorite, and bent his 
opponents like so many hacks. In the following 
spring the winning se<iuence was supplemented by 
victories in the Prix Noailles at l»ng(‘hainps, and 
although it was only by a short head that he beat 
PhcM*ni.\ there must have been something wrong 
alsnit tlie form, as a fortnight later, when they 
met under precisely similar conditions, he simply 
ran awaj’ from the same horse in the Prix Dnru 
A Cruel Blow. 

M. Bl.anc then de cided to make the Epsom Derbj' 
his chief obji*ctiv<*, in connection which race be ha's 
exjierienced the most vexations luck but, iM*rh;ips. 
nevi'r worse than with Jardy. There was fever at 
La Fonillens at the time, but Jardy left borne ap 
parently perfe<*tl.v fit and well and reached Kps 4 ini 
all riglit a week lM*fon*Iiand, but it so<m Is'CHinc 
evident that the colt w.is infected with the disease, 
altliough tlie symptoms wore only slight and, after 
due delilK*rutioii it was decided to let him take his 
chance, an tin fortunate policy as it turned out. 
As a coiiseiiuence odds w(*re freely Laid on (’icero, 
which justified the preference by winning, though 
only by tliree-qiiarbrs of a length after the 
Fr*‘nchman had looked all over a conqueror and tin* 
nu*e was his undoing, for the same night 
Janiy lH*<*anie seriously ill and his racing career 
eiidcil. He could not lie trained again as a thr<*e- 
year-old and, althougli he was iM'iiig got fit with 
a view to sev«*ral valuable engagements iu Eng- 
land in the following year, lie was not destined to 
fulfill them, as M. Blanc accepted a big offer from 
M. Carlos Lnra for tin; Argentine, where Jardy imt- 
petiiated his fame by bet'oniiiig one of the leading 
sires, among his progeny In ing tlie giKMl horses 
Trigiiyeii, Lama, Bijou Royal. Aphroilite. Two 
Sheiie, Heredia, Pismita and many other winnei*s, 
if of less reinite. — London sportsman. 



RECALLING FAMOUS RACER AND SIRE. 



Death of Edwin S. Gardner Brings Recollection of 
Himyar, Sire of Mighty Domino. 



Edwin S. Gardner, the noted turfman and breeder, 
whose <l«*atli took place Tuesday at his home 
Tennessee, was the owner of the Avondale Stud ... 
Sumner County. It is r»*called that it was at that 
famous bre«*ding establishment where Himj’ar, the 
great race liorse and sire, died in 1966. 

II 11113 ar’s death was due to old age, for he was 
foaled in 1875, and lacked only a few da 3 ’s of 
being thirty-one years old when he died. It is 
doubtful if there was ever another liorse which 
retained his vitality so strongly to such an age. 
for Himyar was in service in tiie stud of his owner 
even when thirty years old. Himyar Mas bred 
by Major B. G. Thomas in the Dixiana Stud at 
I..«*xington, Ky., and w’as sold by his breeder to Mr. 
Gardm*r. 

Himyar was a beautiful bay horse by Alarm — 
Hira, by Lexington, and tlie Kentuckians who nl 
most to a man Iw'lieved he would win the Kentuck 3 ’ 
Derby of 1878 xvere tremendously shocked Mlieii he 
ran s«*<*ond to I)a 3 ' Star, but it was only through 
bail ride that he lost, coming so wide into tin 
Ktretcli as to lose much more ground than he Mas 
lH*aten 1 ) 3 '. As a sire he m’us one of the must 
successful of the last <|iiarter of a century, giving 
to the turf such c«*lebrities as Domino, M'hi<’h alone 
would h:ive suffi«t‘d to rentier any sire fnnious; Cor- 
rection. a great race mare, Plaudit, one of the 
liest horses of his time ami now a successful sire; 
ll 3 ’pheii, Havoc, (’t)burg. Halton, Frolinwin aiul a 
host of otlit*r remarkably fast litirs(*s, good sprint- 
ers anti milers in the main, althougli many of his 
progeny Mere up to staying any route set. 

Major B. G. Thomas’ High Opinion of Himyar. 

A feM' days after the death of Himyar, Major B. 
G. Tluxnas, the rt‘noM’iietl breeder, mIio bnul anti 
rac*ed Himyar, said: “Him 3 'ar shoultl have lM*en 

retired M'ith an iiiilM*aten turf record. He iu*ver lost 
a race but that tliere M'as a gt»od excuse for his 
being be.att'ii. Take the Kentucky Derby for in- 
stance, when Day Star btat him oiiL The starter 
left him nearly flat-footetl at the iKist and at one 
time he Avas fully fifty yards liehintl the leading 
horse. With this disatlvantage in the early part 
of the race, he closed up on Day Star in the 'strt*tch 
anti gave him a Iiattle royal for the moiiev. Then 
there Avas the Elkliorn Stakes, iu M’hich c'onnie F. 
defeated him,” said the major. 

“That day the track was a sea of mud on the 
inside, Avhile there was a hard Avalkiiig path on the 
outsitle of the courst*. Bob Swim got (’ounie F. on 
the hard outside and the Isiy on Himyar heltl him 
clttse to the rail in tlie dt‘t*p going. At tliat lit* 
hatl only to pull to the outsitle on entering tht* 
stn*tch anti Avalk home, but his jockey kept liim 
in the mild and slush and, as a result, he Avas l>eat- 
€*n. He lost till* Distillers’ Stakt's to Mentlelsohii 
simply because his jockey waited t*>o long to make 
his run, and in the I..oiiisville Cnp, Avon by Voltiirno. 
his defeat Mas due to the same st»rt of riding, Avliich 
eiiubletl ('unimie F. to beat him iu the Elkliorn 
Stakes, With all the bad luck Avhicli followetl him 
tiiiriiig his racing career, he M’on all tohl fourteen 
races. maii 5 ' of Avhich were stake eA’ents.” 

Wht‘n asketl Iioav he reg:irdt*d Himyar as a raee- 
liorse compared M'ith J. It. Keene’s Sysonhy, Major 
Tiiomas saitl: 

“Well, I ha>'e ne\'er seen a horse I thought eoiild 
beat Hiiii 3 'ar Avhen at his lM‘st, unless it Avas Iiis 
stni Dtimiiit). but tl«‘n I have not seen Sysonhy since 
he Avas a two-year-old and my healtli was too poor 
last yt*ar for me to make a trip east. Domino Mas 
IM Thaps a faster horse than Himyar, but tlie sire I 
guess could lieat his sensational son over a long 
ilistaucc of ground.”

AT THE LOWEST STAGE OF DEPRESSION. 

Telling Portrayal of the Present Condition of the 
Bloodstock Market in England. 



Again and again I haA'e Avritten of late that there 
never Avas sucli a chance as the present for invest- 
ing capital in blooilstock, and for the simple reason 
that most owners and breeders are at the lowest 
:tage of depression and wanting to get out of their 
property if tliey possilily can for any prli*e in rea- 
;on. “I’ll take anytliiiig you can get for him!’’ 
said tlie owner of a well-known stallion to me thi.s 
week, and tliat is the attitude of tlie majority of 
unfortunates avIio lau'e been canglit in the politieo- 
raeing “slump.” To buy privately from sucli p*'o- 
jile is an easy task, but it d<K*s not follow tli.it 
prices at public auction will be so laid, for tlu» new 
buyers know tliat they come in oil tlie b«‘d-ro<k; 
tliej' will bid against one anotlier, and tliere Avill 
is* no reserves. Often we Imve seen good sales 
indeed Avlieii tliere was a general expertatioii of 
semiring bargains. I Tiientioned on Saturday that 
tliere is a demand in France for some good Euglisti 
stallions “at war jirices,” and Mr. Musker’s 
-Maiden Erlegh has Ik*cii inquired aliont. They ask 
why did lie imve no foals last year*!. The answer 
is simple — tluit he was not put to the stud until 
last .year. Mr. Miisker having given him a year’s 
vacation Ixfore making tlie ciiaiige from post to 
juidfhu'k. Maiden Erlegh lias quite ?i nmiilK'r of 
i*x<*ellent foals uoAV, and they will add materially 
to tlie attraction of Mr. Musker’s sale and to tlieir 
sire’s value. 

Bay Ronald's Value. 

I should imagine tliat Ambassador is anotlier of 
tlie stallions suited exactly to tlu* Frcncli market, 
for lie is one of the best of Dark Ronald’s sons, and 
iKitl: in England and France tliis year tlie J'.ay 
Ronald line of Hampton i.s going strong indeed — 
tlirough (iay Crusailer and Magpie in tliis country, 
ind tlirough tlie stock of M.-udonald In Franco. 
Yet Ave are toM by “The Times” leader Avrlter that 
liatuUeap iiorses are not Avortli keeping in training! 
It may Ik* granted that Ilanipton developed from .a 
.selling plater, through liurdle stages and li.aiuiieaps, 
into a Aveight-for-age performer, Init ids son, Jbiy 
Ronald, was a liandicapiM*r pure and simple, and 
made no sliow to spiatk of in weiglit-for age eom- 
pany. Collar lieat lilm pointless for tlie IlanlAvIcke 
.Stakes at Ascot, and Merniaii ran riglit UAvay from 
him and Tlu? liusli for the Jockey CIuli Cup. Still, 
Bay Ronald aa’us an lionest trier and Avell proveil 
i»n race cfiurscs. He tlu*n developeil tlu* iK-st of 
all qualities for a stallion, A'iz., that of lieiiig able 
to sire stock better tiian himself. Mor»*ov<*r, his 
sons. Dark Ronald and Macdonald, have already ad- 
vanced tlie iniprovenieiit stage a stage further in 
their stock, ami if Ba.vardo has not yet got a son 
liettcr tliaii liimself. it is be<*ause tliat would Ik* 
almost iiniKissible. Gay Crusader, liOAvever, is quite 
good enough to go on Avitli, and it is granted to him 
to hav(* a decently continuous racing career, lu* may 
yet ilevelop form eqii.il to tliat of Iiis sire. All this 
faA'ors tlu* stml prospects of Aiiibass.-iilor, Avhicli, 
on ins true merits, Avas at least tlie equal of 
Son in L;iav avIu ii in training, and tlie latter, Aviiii-li 
is also ;i son of D.irk Ronald, is one of tlie most 
sought after of all the 3 ’oung sires of the day. 

Melton Mares. 

A groat feature of Mr. Musker’s cat.alogue is the 
nuniher of mare by Melton — iiiaiiy of tliein quite 
young ones — tliat it contains, and also the projior- 
tion of other lots by good sons of Melton. Now 
Melton was a gre.at horse, and a siiperla lively- bn*d 
liorsi*. Had he lU'A’er gone to Italy lu* iiiiglit Ikia'P 
ranked as anotlier St. Simon here, and, even as it 
was, lie did Avonders Avheii Mr. Masker broiiglit lilm 
b.-U'k. It used to Ik* a simple affair to pick two- 
year-old winners Avlien tlie first of tlie Musker-lired 
Meltons came out. You siiiii)l.v had to Avrite “Mr. 
.Musker’s Selected,” and you never ni.ade a mistake. 
However. I Avill go more earefully into the mam- 
moth catalogue anotlier day. Suffice it for the 
pre.sent tiiat liuyers must not lx* frigliteiied l»y its 
magnitude. Tliey Mill get all tlie more cliance to 
satisfy themselves. 

Horse Supply. 

Writing of n big c.-italogm*, I am reminded th.at 
oiir army council AA’ouhl liave been only too glad 
to be troubled by any nuiiilier of hois(*s as far 
back ns August last year. Avheii the liorse supply 
was giving tliem “tin* gr.iA'cst anxiety.” 

It may surprise Mr. Wells and |K*ople Avho do not 
understaiul the ii(*cessity for hors«'s in AA'ar to learn 
tliat at the tiiiK* mentioned AA'e AA'ere olitaiiiing S.IKIO 
liorses montlily from America, Avliicli imiulK'r Avould 
have liefu increased if jMissilde. The home supply 
was, even at tiiat period, “almost exhausted.” In 
these circumstances, all army and divisional com- 
manders Avcrc strictly enjoined to keep tlie “Avast- 
age of animals as low as )>ossible.” Wastage in 
Avar, it Avas stated, is mainly duo to 

(a) l!xhaiistioii or OAorwork. 

(b) In.sufTicient and indifferent forage. 

(<*) Indifferent slioeing. 

(d) Contagious disease, especially skin trouble. 
An effort Avas lK*ing made “to inerease tlie rate 
of ]uin*liase of horses in tlie United Kingdom.” 
Noav is it not nniazing, on the hImivc showing, to 
find that, some ten months after tlie above state- 
ment of the situation as regards horses, the supply 
of Avhieh from America cannot now b«? Avhat it Avas, 
an effort is lK*ing made to decn*ase tlie liome supply 
of horses, so to si>eak, cutting it off at the main, 
viz., tlie thorouglilired source? It is iKissible 
for ephemeral reasoiicrs, su<'h .is that jin'cious 
“Breeder” of “Times” inA'ontion, to argue that 
bloodstock of tliis year Avill be useless for tlie 
breeding of army horses for this war. Similarly we 
liuA'e all heard of tlie gentleman Avho said, “Wliy 
sliould I do any tiling f<»r iiosterityV I’osterity never 
did anything for me.” I think. hoAA'ever, it is 
agreed by all sa\'e tlie most exceptionally selfish 
tK*ings tliat AA'e work for llie future even harder 
than we do for tlie present. 

Bad Reasoning. 

“Tlio Times” correspondent AVould presumably 
argm* tliat it matters nothing Avliat lK*coiiies of 
tlie cliildren of tlie next j't'ar or two, lK*cause they 
Avill not Ik* of military age. It is manifest, hoAV- 
ever. and is aacII recognizeil (tliat extra care of 
children i.s «*si>ecially needed at present to make 
good so far as possible in the future the wastage 
of tlie AA'ar. The iiosition in regard to horsi*- 
broeding and rearing is precisely tiie same. It is 
more important iu>w tliaii CA'er it Avas, tli<* stock 
having bi*cn so dangerously deplctcil. And yet tliis 
is tlie time selected for the stoppage of racing, 
thoiigli tlie prime minister admittedly understainls 
its vital imiMirtance to tlie liorse- lireeiUng industry. 
It is diffiinlt to imagine liow sane men 4*aii liave 
deliberat* ly bnaiglit about sueli a nutioical catas- 
trophe, for catastroplie it is. and an irreparable 
one, too. unless tin* government engines an* re- 
A'ersed and the racing program quickly reinstated.

Mon*over, he is 
rarely bn-d to inak«* a stallion, lK*ing liy Desmond — 
Woo<l Daisy, by Cyllcne, lu*r dam. Mountain Daisy, 
liy Ayrshire — Liglit of ()tlH*r Days, by Balfe. 'riiis 
is tlie valuaiile iirancli of No. (2) f;imily, from Avliii h 
I’rin<*e Soltykoff bred so many gooil Avimiers, ami it 
is to Ik* noti‘d that Hurry On, tlu* champion of last 
year, comes of tlie same family. John DaAvson is 
also buying several mares for tlie same d(‘Stinatiou 
as Atlu*ling. StraAvs sIioav how tlu* Aviiul blows, and 
tiu*re Avill Ik* a gen<*ral ch*ariiig out or sliootiiig of 
bI(M)dstoek if the pn*scnt ruinous situation is main- 
taiiu*d. Tills morning I liave lK*eii asked to oiitain 
a freiglit (luotation for 1(M) head of bloodstock to 
Australia. So runs tlie AA'orld UAvay!. 

Vanishing Bloodstock. 

“I shipped niy yearlings on Friilay. They lionglit 
niy band again.” Tluis AArote J. B. Joel on the 
second inst., referring to tlie shipment of liis yo.ir- 
lings to tlie United States. This is tlie third 
snccessiA'e season in Avliiili lie lias sent liis young 
stm k out of tlie country and Avhen aa'c c.nll to mind 
Avli.it great Aviiiiicrs lu* av:is lir«‘ediiig lK*forc tlu* war, 
AA'«* need no great imagination to n*alize the damage 
tliat is lK*ing done to tliis <*ountry l»y tlie restric- 
tions on racing. Ordinary brc«*<h*rs liav<* no sucli 
n*ady for»*igii mark<?t as J. B. J(k* 1, othcrAvisc ev«*ry 
Atlantic st«*amcr Avould be <*arryiiig out as many 
yearlings as it could accommodati*. 

It is evident that an o<*easioiial disappointment 
Avill not stall off Anu*ri< aii buy»Ts, for it must Jiave 
Ik‘«*ii a serious bloAV Avlieii North Star 111. got a 
liowed t«-nd«;n befon* tlu* K«‘iitmky Di*rl»y. IIoav- 
«‘V»*r, it is g«iu'rally safe to aiitici])ate that For- 
tuiu* docs not run counter to you for long if you 
keep on luiyiiig liigliest-cl.iss stock. So nnicli is this 
so tliat I liavc knoAvii many cases avIutc luiyi'rs 
liavc lieen iK»sitiA'«*ly ciicouragcil by initial f.iiliires 
and liave on tlu* other liand, been deterred frt*m try- 
ing to repeat tlu* experiment Avhen tlu*y liave drawn 
a prizi! at tlu* first time of asking. I h:i\'e rarely 
knoAvii a i*ase wlieii a man liaving made a success 
ill one way did not fortliwitli proceed to try aii- 
otlier, just as Mr. Fairii*. liaving lm*d B.iyardo 
liy mating Galicia witli Bay Ronald, tlu*n proeeed**d 
to send her to Uylleiu*, tiu* result lK*lng L*iiilK*rg. 
'riieii lie sent lier to Spearmint, afterwards to 
Radium ami m*xt to (yieero. 'rtu* obvious mate for 
her sei'ineil to b«* D.irk Uoiiald, Avhile lie was in tlie 
<‘oiiiitry, luit tlu* Bay Ronald sueeess was never 
followed up. Then* liavt? lK*eu singularly few easts 
ill wliicli a lireeiler h:is mated Ids mare repeatedly 
Avitli the same horse wlu'ii she h:is onet* bred a 
gn*at AAiiiiier to that horse.

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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF THE HANDICAP. 

Steady Advancement of a Style of Racing Unknown 
to the Founders of the Popular Sport. 



Tracing the liamlicap style of racing to its origin, 
it doubtles.s sprung from the scale of weight-for-uge 
us far hack as 1740, when a statute was passed fix- 
ing ti'ii stone for five -year-olds, eleven stoue for 
six and tw^^lve stone for the aged; but it was not 
until later tliat the handicap took any definite form 
and it was chiefly aiiplied to matches. As the num- 
ber of horses increased and many were not gisid 
enough to compete in weight-for-age races, the 
handicap swii gained a wider footing and in 171)1 
tlie fii*st important handicap took place at Ascot 
and led finally to one of tlie most regrettable acts 
•eounectiMi with the llritish turf. The race was 
ealh'd tlic Oatlands Stakes and was won by the 
Prince of Wales’ Escape, whose subsequent running 
led to the retirement of the prince and the fall of 
Chifney, the joi-kcy and trainer, who lived at the 
imLiee at Six Mile Jtottom, from which place a gal- 
lop known as the eight mile course had its com- 
mencement, joining the Itcacon course at Aliugton 
Hill anti so away to Newmarket. 

No sooner had the handicap become thoronglily es- 
tablished, with the Crestcr (’up, the Liverpool (’up, 
the Ciiesterfield and Stewards’ (Uip at Goodwotn! 
and the Cesarewitch ami Cambritlgeshirc in full 
swing, than it W’as attacked by some of the mem- 
bt‘rs of tlie Jtnekey Club on tlio plea that it was 
making racing a money-making business instead 
pf a siMjrl. In its early days no limit to the 
featiierweight existed and it was generally con- 
sidered that a low w’cight was a direct <*ncourage- 
nicnt to enter many iuf«*rior horses, so long as any 
iKiy could be found to ride tlumi, the result being u 
scramble among horses not desired on tlie turf at 
all and ridiieu by inferior riders. At the same time 
it was soon generally admitted that racing, even so 
far back, could not possibly live by w'cight-for-age 
races alone. 

Ill a long and keen debate by the leading racing 
men it was clearly shown that, owing to the great 
iu(‘quality in horses, racing could not be kept up as 
a national sport unless horses not in the first class 
could be given a chance to win races. The result 
was that those who had attacked the handicap 
keenest were amongst tlie soundest converts, and 
before long it was generally discovered that it 
was in reality an absolutely necessary item in 
every program. 

Minimum Weiglit Fixed at 63 Founds. 

Having settled that i>oint, the Jockey Club set 
itself to work to discover the soundest basis on 
which handicaps could be managed, and when tin; 
'Rules of Racing wore revised by a full house of 
Jockey Club members about 1858 a minimum weight 
was fixed at 63 pounds. A couple of years later 
it was attacked again, and Lord Iledesdale brouglit 
forward a proposal to limit the minimum to seven 
stone, or if that was imiKissible to not lower than 
84 iKHinds. In a keen debate, in which Lord Derby, 
Isml (iraiiville, Earl Winchelsea, and the Duke of 
Ibaufort figured most prominently, the chief oppo- 
sition to light weights was that the riders were too 
small for such dangerous work, and tliat it was 
c.ih-iilatcd to encourage sliced rather than stamina, 
lint no outsidi* legislature ever apiioars to have done 
any gtsid to racing, and the Jockey Club sti4, as 
ever, m.-ike their own laws. 

Early in the sixties the niininium was raised to 
77 iMMinds, and there it remained satisfactory to 
all until a dearth of good ligiitwoiglits brought 
alHiiit u rise to 84 pounds a few years ago. 

With our ancestors, who had a great practical 
knuwh dge of the horsi*, it was unanimously agreed 
that it was quite wrong to supiiose that, by raising 
till" top weights nroportionatcly with the minimum 
weight, an equality could be produced any more 
than is the ease now. Tin* most successful handi- 
cap Admiral lloiis ever made was the City and 
Kuhurbaii he so often quoteil, when ho ranged 136 
horses bt'twcen 1-6 pounds and 63 iiouiids and 
obtained 100 aeciqitaiicos. He. with John Scott, 
the Dawsons, and every eomiietent contemporary 
in that age, declared that a “high standard of 
weights was most detrimental to first-class horses, 
for when they have to race under welter-weights 
they must before long be injured, or break down 
altogether.** 

Argument Against Raising Minimum Weight. 

That, of course, is undisputed, and when people 
are talking so glibly of raising the minimum they 
lose sight of the good horse and the injury it might 
work. If in these days ideas have changed, in many 
things, for the better perhaps, it cannot be argued 
that tlie horse has improved also, and in comparison 

with the grand, powerful horse, say of Admiral 



Rous* early time with their hardy constitutions, few 
could bo found today to carry w'elter-weiglits many 
times over the long di.stanceH. 

It is no argument in its favor to point to the 
fact that two-year-olds race under 132 pounds, and 
that yearlings are ridden by heavy lads, for who 
knows that this is not one of the chief reasons 
Avhy so many of our two-year-olds deteriorate in- 
stead of improving; and, except for the temptation 
of rich stakes, how many owners and good, practical 
men would not in their heart of hearts prefer 
to keep many two-year-olds for another season 
without racing at all. 

Can it be in the l>est interests of racing to crush 
the goo<l horse in order to bring the plater to terms 
of e<iualityV 

In flat racing the chief bete noir has never 
lK*en the schoming owner or trainer, w’ho either 
resorts to all sorts of tricks to deceive the handl- 
capi>er or keeps a good two-ycar-old for a year 
or two, under pretense, perhaps, of its having 
gone amiss, until it lias lieen forgotten. It is 
against this which handicappers require most to 
guard, and yet it is hero- where they api>ear most 
lax, and thereby ruin their work and cause the 
most widespread dissatisfaction. It has to be 
recognized, of course, that suri>rises in handicaps, 
as well as in other races, must b«; somewhat plenti- 
ful, and no rules could prove of much assistain'c. 
They cannot alter tlie principle of handicapping, 
which is for handicapi)crs to use their own judg- 
ment entirely, ainl as long as one lasts, his judg- 
ment must la: sometimes at fault. — “Warren Hill,’* 
in London Siiorting Life. 
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
